Calls Announced by 
Telephone Companies 



I A system by which emergency 
telephone calls for civil defense pur- 
poses can be rushed ahead of other 
calls has been worked out by tele- 
phone companies, J. M. Littler, man- 
ager of the Antioch office said. 

"Priority 1 Emergency" shall be 
used only for calls which directly 
concern the presence of the enemy, 
intelligence reports on matters lead- 
ing to enemy attack requiring Im- 
mediate action, and urgent calls for 
the armed forces and proclamations 
of civil defense. 

"Priority 2 Emergency" is for re- 
ports of damage due to enemy action, 
and general disaster matters. 
£ Next in order is •'Priority. 3 Emer- 
gency!! .which considers^the ^success- 
ful conduct of- war in. its many 
phases. 

Those authorized to apply this 
emergency system ranges from the 
president down through the system 
of government to municipal agen- 
cies. Effectiveness of the system 
will depend on the whole-hearted 
cooperation of persons authorized to 
employ" it. '

National Safety Council 
Advises Holiday Motorists 



Chicago, June 16 — What is the 
death rate in this country? Your 
own speedometer may give you the 
answer. 

That advice to motorists who try 
to drive too far too fast on holidays 
was issued by the National Safety 
Council, which is coordinating a na- 
tionwide campaign aimed at reduc- 
ing traffic accidents over the Fourth 
of July weekend. One hundred and 
sixty national organizations are par- 
ticipating In the campaign. 

The Council estimates that more 
than 40 million vehicles will be on 
the move during the three-day week- 
end and that they will roll up more 
than three billion miles. 

.In such heavy traffic a driver is 
never more than a second away 
from an accident, the Council says. 
It is estimated that he must make 
from 20 to 50 decisions an hour — and 
a wrong one can be fatal. 

Over the Memorial Day weekend, 
368 persons were killed in traffic 
accidents. "If they had died in a 
nationwide epidemic the whole 
country would be taking frantic 
steps to see that it never happened 
again," Ned H. Dearborn, president 
of the Council, said. "But they did 
die from on epidemic— a highway 
epidemic we might call the three 
I's — incompetence," indifference and 
irresponsibility^ 

"Their deaths are a tragic remind;" 
er. that too many of us have forgot- 
ten to use the Golden Rule in traffic. 
When we share a common highway, 
we are our brother's keeper in a 
very, real sense. I believe the Me- 
morial Day .toll could hav been cut 
in (half if that attitude had prevailed 
more generally,". 

I For a safer Fourth, the Council 
offers four driving lips: 
. 1. Start early, before traffic is" 
heavy. You ■ can cover a lot of 
miles in relatively light traffic early 
in the day. 

2. Don't compete iri traffic— let 
the other fellow go first. 

3. Don't follow the car ahead too 
closely, :Double check' before pass- 
ing or changing lanes, 

4. Above all, don't speed. Losing 
a little" time, "is .better- than losing 
your life.

All Would Lose 

Two changes in the Fair Labor Standards Act are 
now proposed. One would increase the federal mini- 
mum wage, by 15 cents or more an hour. The other 
would extend the Act to certain enterprises, retail 
trade among them, which -have hitherto been specifi- 
cally exempted by Congress. 

If the minimum wage is raised, workers in the 
higher brackets will inevitably demand increases, in 
order to maintain their established differentials. A 
whole new inflationary spiral could be started. In 
virtually all business, wages represent one of the 
biggest operating costs, and one of the biggest factors 
in establishing prices to the consumer. 

Extending the coverage to enterprises now exempt 
would create problems equally bad and possibly 
worse. As an example, retail experts say that in 
some cases the increase in cost would be more than 
the profits stores now earn. Management would 
have no course but to reduce employment wherever 
possible. Thus the unskilled marginal workers, 
whom the minimum wage reaches, would search in 
vain for jobs, and would not have the opportunity to 
learn the skills needed for advancement. 

The point is that no one gains in the long run 
when wages are arbitrarily established by law, in- 
stead of by the worker's productivity and value.

Sunlight in the Clouds 

In its May 30 issue. Time described some current 
developments within the soft coal industry. Coal is 
already highly mechanized, but the revolution in min- 
ing techniques is still going on vigorously. Amazing 
new machines, which promise to both speed produc- 
tion and lower costs, are coming into use. A dra- 
matic example is a power shovel as high as a 12- 
story building which scoops up 100 tons of the earth 
and rock covering coal deposits every 50 seconds. 

Time points out that coal has been in a bad way 
— a third of the 9,000 mines that were in production 
in 1948 have been shut down. But sunlight is pierc- 
ing the clouds at last.

week "bituminous production was running about 10 
per cent above lost year's rate, and most coal men 
hope for a yearly output of at least 430 million 
tons, a figure some optimists claim is 20 million tons 
too low. With tho help of .new mechanization, the 
dally output of coal per man will average close to ten 
tons this year vs. 7V4 tons in 1952 and BVi tons during 
1947." 

This Is good news indeed. It is generally believed 
that the coal Industry should have an output of at 
least 500,000,000 tons a year If it is to be In a position 
to meet the demands of an emergency, or the peace- 
time increase In demand that will result from our 
ever-soaring energy requirements. The nearer coal 
comes to that figure, the better off the nation will be. 
Coal Is one of those basic enterprises which wo 
cannot do without.

In the view of Clem D. Johnston, president oKthe 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States, pioneer- 
ing is just beginning in America. As an example, 
he pointed out that American enterprise Is spending 
nearly $4,000,000,000 a year on research, and said that 
this is providing today's young people with oppor- 
tunities "far greater than the western frontier ever 
provided for our grandparents." 

He then added a warning — that, if we are to 
fulfill our potential, we must "rid ourselves of this 
welfare state philosophy of giving everyone, regard- 
less of how much work he does or how well he does 
it, an equal share of everything." 

There can be no progress, material or otherwise, 
unless men can reap and enjoy the fruits of achieve- 
ment.

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10-Millionlh Book 
Added to Library 
Of Congress Shell 

WASHINGTON— The Library of 
Congress, the Nation's largest, 
housed in the world's two largest 
buildings used exclusively for 
library purposes, recently received 
its 10-miUlonth book. 

No one' knows exactly what book 
was the lO-'mlUionth, for the vol- 
ume arrived among 308,740 books 
and pamphlets acquired in the 
fiscal year 1994. It became with- 
out fanfare one of the library's 
33,153,000 items. 

The library's chief rivals for 
size, the British Museum and the 
Blbllothcquc Natlonole in Paris, 
were probably surpassed before 
1940. 

Established in 1800 and housed 
In the Capitol, the library after 
five years contained about $4,000 
worth of books. British soldiers 
burned the building In the War of 
1812 and one of them wrote wist- 
fully home that "a noble library" 
had passed. But the nation soon 
bought 6,487 more books from 
Thomas Jefferson's personal 
shelves. The average cost of $3.69 
brought charges of extravagance. 

Fires in 1825 and 1851 wiped out 
two-thirds of the collection. Later, 
outgrowing its first home, the 
library moved to Its own struc- 
ture near the Capitol. In 1939 an 
annex housed additional millions 
of Items. 

Giving validity to its name, the 
library was used last year by 
every Senator and Representative 
— but few entered the building. 
They pumped the library's legis- 
lative reference service with 
69,000 requests for facts required 
in speeches and laws. 



Moderate Decrease 
In Traffic Deaths 

HARTFORD, Conn. — Traffic 
deaths totaled 35,500 last year 
compared with 38,500 In 1953. The 
Injury count reached 1,960,000 
compared with 2,140,000 in the 
previous year. 

The moderate decrease in the 
nation's automobile accident toll 
Is shown In "Misguided Missiles," 
published by The Travelers. 

Excessive speed was the most 
dangerous driving mistake again 
in 1954, killing 12,380 persons. The 
.1953 total was 13.870. The injury 
total resulting from excessive 
speed remained about the same 
as the preceding year— 659,000. 

Drivers under 25 years of age 

were involved In more than 24 
per cent of 1954's fatal accidents 
although they constitute only 
about 14 per cent of the total of 
all drivers. 

Weekend crashes accounted for 
13,980 killed and 678,000 injured. 
The 1953 weekend record was 15,- 
800 killed and 800,000 injured. 

The pedestrian record reflected 
Improvement for the fourth con- 
secutive year. Pedestrian deaths 
were reduced to 7,700 in 1054, 
compared with 8,600 in 1953. 
Crossing between intersections, 
"Jaywalking." remains the chief 
cause of pedestrian deaths and in- 
juries. 

Saturday was the most danger- 
ous day of the week to drive. 1954 
was the first year since 1949 to 
see a decrease in the death toll. 



Don't Blame Corn When 
Things Don't Pop 

EAST LANSING. Mich. — When 
popcorn doesn't pop, it's not al- 
ways the fault of the corn; it 
might be with the way it was 
stored. 

The amount of moisture in the 
kernel is important, explains S. T. 
Dexter, professor of farm crops 
of Michigan State College. Pop- 
corn pops by explosion; when It 
Is heated steam forms in the ker- 
nel and explodes it. So when there 
is too little moisture, not enough 
steam Is formed and there is just 
a small explosion or none at all. 

Too much moisture in commer- 
cially packaged popcorn is sel- 
dom found because the corn loses 
its moisture to the air during stor- 
age. This loss of moisture often 
happens in homes where the air 
has a low relative humidity. 



Judge Dodges Answer 
To Defendant's Quiz 

CHICOPEE, Mass. — District 
Judge Daniel M. Keyes had the 
tables turned on him and he re- 
fused to answer the question. 

Keyes was asked by a man in 
court on a drunkenness charge If 
he could ask him a question. 
Keyes said he could. 

"Were you ever under the In- 
fluence of liquor?" asked the man. 

The judge smiled, "I refuse to 
answer on the grounds it might 
tend to incriminate me"— and di- 
rected the defendant be held for 
psychiatric tests.

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Kids Made" 'Davy' 
Hit, Composer Says 

NEW YORK— "The kids did III" 
This succinct accusation sounds 
as though It might bo coming 
fr6m the Irate parents of a brood 
of destructive Imps. Actually, for 
the past several months George 
Bruns, composer of "Davy Crock- 
ett," one of the most phenomen- 
ally successful songs to come 
along In years, has made a ritual 
of reverently murmuring "the 
kids did It" at least three times a 
day. Bruns makes this statement 
to anyone within hearing distance 
—to his cohorts at Walt Disney's 
Hollywood wonder factory, to his 
wife, and to well-wishing fellow 

songwriters who well wish they 
could come up with the kind of 
song that managed to produce 23 
recorded versions Including the 
unlikely "Davy Crockett Mambo" 
with a combined sales total near- 
Ing two million copies In a three- 
month period. 

To put It mildly, Bruns Is slight- 
ly stunned (as Is the music Indus- 
try generally) by the rapid rise of 
the Crockett ballad. It was just 
another assignment to the com- 
poser, who Is one of the fabulous 
Disney's three musical directors. 



Propane Fuel Can 
Cause Frostbite 

CHICAGO— Severe frostbite can 
be caused by exposure to propane, 
a combustion engine fuel. 

In a letter published in the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, doctors have urged that 
users of propane fuel be told of 
this possible danger. 

Propane, increasingly used by 
farmers in tractor engines. Is 
stored as a liquid in a pressure 
tank. When pressure Is released, 
propane changes from a liquid to 
a gas, producing a freezing tem- 
perature of 44 degrees below zero. 

Doctors reported on a case of a 
farmer whose hands were exposed 
to the gas for a few minutes while 
he was fueling his tractor. Four 
fingers had to be amputated and 
skin grafts applied although he 
was treated an hour after tho ac- 
cidental exposure. 



Infant Survival Rate 
Sets New Mark in '54 

NEW YORK— The 4.060,000 ba- 
bies born during 1954 set a new 
mark in their ability to survive 
the hazards of early life. 

Infant mortality for the year 
dropped to an all-time low rate of 
26.7 per 1,000 live births. This rep- 
resents a reduction of almost 5 
per cent from the previous low 
recorded in 1953, and of one-third 
from the rate of a decade ago. 

The number of births was more 
than 2 per cent above the previous 
high established the year before 
and corresponded to a rate of 25.2 
birihs per 1.000 population resid- 
ing in the country.

PROVIDENCE, R. I. — Mrs. 
Donald E. Jackson, Jr., a divi- 
sion commander of Lying-In-Hos- 
pltal's building fund drive went to 
the race track and played a horse 
"strictly on a hunch." 

The horse won and paid $17.40 
which Mrs. Jackson donated to 
the maternity-hospital fund. 

The name of the horse she 
played: "Expectant." 



Modern Building 
Revolves With Sun 

GRAND JUNCTION, Colo.— Go- 
ing up: a six-story ofllce building 
on a turntable that will keep it 
always facing the sun. 

Clockwork in the base of the 
giant pivot will turn the building 
as the sun crosses the sky— not 
only to keep the building facing the 
winter sun, but to keep translu- 
cent sides out of the sun as much 
as possible during the summers. 

The cast and west sides will be 
of translucent brick, and the north 
and south walls of aluminum. Gen- 
erally materials going Into the 

structure will be of a light durable 
type normally used In aircraft 
manufacture. 

The futuristic building will cost 
$2,250,000. It will be a unit In a 
$7,250,000 business and residential 
development planned by a syndi- 
cate of Texas oilmen. 

The idea, according to one of the 
oilmen— Welborn Foreman, Hous- 
ton. Is to make Grand Junction the 
"energy capital" of the nation.

Chicago May Adopt 

German Monorail 



The idea of Chicagoans moving 
along at speeds of up to ISO miles 
an hour in 'trains — suspended from 
a single rail— is in the making. 

Backers of the proposal say trav- 
elers could make the trip from the 
Loop to Midway or O'Hare airports 
in 14 minutes or less. 

An offer ito operate a 27-mile 
monorail system linking the Loop 
and the two airports was plunked 
before bhe City Council's committee 
on aviation recently. 

The idea came from the General 
Monorail Corp. of San Francisco. 

James A. Shanahan, vice-presi- 
dent of the San Francisco firm, said 
his committee would finance the $11 
million project If the city gives 'his 
company the franchise. ' 

Otherwise, he said, the firm would 
build the system and turn it over to 
some other transportation group — 
such as the CTA— to operate.

Food Sense -r Not Nonsense 




Be A Lamb— But'Not About Your Food 

Would you be a Iamb— Just to play follow the leader? M No, Indeed," 
you say, yet you may permit your eating habits to.be Influenced by the 
talk-of-the-doy. 

Conversations over American dinner tables frequently come around 
to calorics. Too often, good foods are rejected solely on the basis of their 
reputed caloric count learned through hearsay. Other times, the estima- 
tion of calories is mere guesswork. This confusion causes essential foods 
to be called "high energy or high calorie" foods which mistakenly are 
condemned as fattening. , <„ 

, Products which supply protein, minerals or vitamins are more than 
"energy" foods despite their calorie content, Only, those foods which are 

firimarily sources of calorics, such as sugar and certain fats/should bo 
nought of as "hlgh'energy" foods. 

One does not consider milk as a "high energy" food even though a 
glass of milk furnishes 1G5 calories. About one-fourth of the solids of 
milk is protein and milk is an excellent source of calcium and ribo- 
flavin. Likewise, one should not think of bread as a "high energy!' food 
'Just because a slice of enriched bread furnishes 03 calories. Enriched 
bread provides protein and in addition calcium, iron and the three B 
vitamins— riboflavin, niacin, and thiamine. 

It 1b revealing that calorie-wise, varieties of bread are not so different 
Enriched bread, rye, whole wheat and various specialty breads all con- 
tain nearly the samo number of calories, ounce for ounce. 

Selection of foods should be on as functional a basis as aro many of 
the other choices made in modern living. This thought applies to those 
who are concerned with reducing the total number of calories In their 
dally diet They should limit those foods which furnish nothing but calo- 
ries more drastically than foods such as milk, enriched bread, eggs and 
meat which furnish a good cross section of the various needed nutrients.
